Cabled statistics issued in London by the 
Transvaal Chamber of Mines show that the 
June gold yield from the Witwatersrand 
amounted to 913,297 fine ounces, and from the 
outside districts to 45,714 ounces. The aggre- 
gate of 959,011 ounces represents a decrease 
of 6,633 ounces compared with that of the 
longer month of May, but an increase of 
61,261 ounces upon the result for June, 1931. 
The total for the half-year is 5,685, 282 
ounces, as compared with 5 355,877 ounces in 
the corresponding period of 1931. The daily 
average for last month works out at 51,96 
ounces, against 351,150 ounces previously.

They 
were established by Dr. Miroslav Tyrs, to 
whose memory there has been erected in 
Prague the most completely equipped 
gymnasium in the world. Before the War 
the Games were held every ten years ; since 
then they take place once every six years.

members scattered all over the world, every | 


one of®whom wears his membership pin as 
a high honour. 


Depression in Diamonds. 


, At the moment, Í see, the diamond- 
cutting industry is much depressed, both 
in Amsterdam and Antwerp. This is 
mainly due to the action of the Diamond 
Corporation, which is controlling the out- 
put, maintaining prices and eliminating 
competition: with unusual severity. Lon 
don, the world’s market for rough 
diamonds, is receiving very few stones in 
these days, and very few find their way 
to Amsterdam. Five thousand out of the 
six thousand members of the Diamond- 
Cutters’ Union in the Dutch city are 
either drawing unemployment money or 
municipal relief. One of the biggest ot 
the factories, which formerly gave work 
to six hundred men, is to-day keeping on 
only a score of its oldest and most valued 
employés. ‘‘ When gem-cutting declines, 
everything declines.’’ This is a saying in 
Amsterdam, and it is soundly based.

When a short spell 
of cold weather comes the bees do not go 
outside the hive, and the nursemaids turn 
their attention to the production of more 
queens. This. leads to domestic strife ; 
some of the queens either leave or are put 


after them. My friend, however, believes 
that the true cause of the phenomenon 
will not be known until the bees in a 
whole hive have been marked and 
examined at different stages of their career 
—a truly formidable task 


Che Indicator. 


'A recent case in the London police 
courts reveals the ingemiousness of the 
modern detective. Certain premises were 
reported to be used as a night club. The 
detective into whose charge the case was 
given was unable to find ‘external’ and 
visihle signs that any use was being made 
of the premises at night. Not a sign of 
light could be seen anywhere in the build- 
ing, and, as: there was no keyhole, that 
useful aid to the detective of fiction was 
a failure. The detective, however, was by 
no méans satisfied with the external evi- 
dence. He got into communication with 
the local electricity supply people, and 
from them learnt that the lighting bill 
of the premises was of unusual dimen- 
sions. The result was a raid. 


An Australian Club. 


One of the strangest clubs in London 
must be the Boomerang Club. Started 
some years ago by some Australians

Sergeant McDade told how he discovered 
the eggs had been removed, and, after appre- 
hending the defendants with them, how ' ne 
had vainly essayed the task of replacing 
them in the nests from which they had been 
taken. Birds do not brand their eggs, so 
ha desisted and brought the eggs away. 
The defendants at first denied that they were 
collecting eggs, and protested that they were 
merely picnicking. hen witness found 217 
eggs the man admitted he had been collect- 
ing -for years. The Garda Siochana had 
been warned by Mr. Charles B. Moffat, 
Secretary of the 1.8.P.B., that tern eggs 
were being taken from the island. 

Mr. Moffat, the secretary, in his evidence, 
stated that Malahide Island was the most 
_important tern colony in Ireland. The ap- 
propriated eggs were those of the common 
tern, lesser tern and rifged plover. They 
could be picked up in sill in the open 
stretches. Those birds laid their eggs in the 
slightest hollow in the ground without any 
protection whatever. 

Questioned by the Justice, witness said that 
the tern would breed in various parts of Ire- 
land, but not so largely as in Malahide. 
In eens these birds Fe been consider- 
abl ecreased by the activities of egg- 
collectors. Unfortunately, the incentive foi 
these depredations was that the eggs had a 
market value. 

Sergeant McDade said that he found all the 
boys together. One of them had 81 eggs, 
another 54. All lad given wrong names 
except John Harding, who also gave the 
correct, names of the others. They said they

he Justice dismissed the case against

“SOOKY” AT THE 
CAPITOL.

6é OOKY” is a film “ starring two 
S child actors, Jackie Cooper and 
Robert Coogan, and it will be classed 
either as very good or very bad, according 
to one’s personal preference in such matters. 
Tastes differ in cinema shows even more 
than in most other things: some people 
like gangster films and cannot stand Wild 
West pictures; others laugh at Wheeler and 
Woolsey, but see nothing in the Marx 
Brothers. So it is with child actors; but, 
since Jackie Coogan set the fashion, their 
appeal has grown so great that it cannot be 
disregarded 

Anyone who likes this type of film will 
be sure to see ‘‘ Sooky ”; for it is excellently 
produced and acted. Even those who find 
that films of children bore them will find 
something to wonder at in the ability of 
these infant prodigies, who act as if they 
had h sn of experience before the arc- 

e acting of the children “in the 

comedies (which we see nearly 
every week now) is not quite the same thing; 
‘they give the impression merely of being 
carefully drilled, and go through their 
evolutions like so many trained monkeys. 
Bat it is something of a miracle that a boy 
Of no more than six or seven years can he 
made to catry the whole burden of a long 
film on his own hack, and speak and act 
naturally all the time. 

That is what Jackie Cooper does in this 
picture, and it.is a considerable achievement. 
The task is all the more difficult because 
the film is constructed on straightforward 
(or, rather; romantic) ‘linéxs, and is not 
played as a farce or a thriller, where all that 
would be needed is plenty of action. Cooper 
manages to maintain the interest from start 
to finish, and there ig hardly a moment where 
one feels that he is pasion: acting a part. 
Robert Coogan, though good, is weak by 
comparison; in fact, he is only a shadow of 
his more famous brother. | 
_ The story is of the sentimental type, and 
is of less interest than the manner in which 
it is played.

McCrea, Deputy-Governor, will be re 
ceived on arrival by Mr. James 
Hamilton, J.P., Deputy Mayor—as 
Senator McCorkell, Mayor of the city, has 
railed for Ottawa—and the reception com- 
mittee will. also comprise Sir Basi! 
McFarland, Bart., the City High Sheriff. 
and Sir ‘Henry Miller, the Town Clerk. 

The party will visit Coleraine and in- 
Mu the Society 's schools there on Mon- 

ay next. It will be recalled that the 
Irish Society. presented the Coleraine 
Council with a Mayoral chain a few years 
ago, and, indeed, the town is deeply in- 
debted to the. Society for its generous 
treatment of the district. 


“‘GRAND NATIONAL” OF THE AIR’ 


To-morrow, if the weather be favour- 
able, about 350 homing pigeons from Ire- 
land will be released from Les Sables 
d’Clonne, Frarice, in a race which has 
come to be known as the “ Irish Grand 
National.”” The birds were sent from 
Belfast on Wednesday last, in charge of 
the convoyers, to Les Sables, travelling 
via Heysham, and the greatest interest 
was, taken in their departure by local 
fanciers. 

The race is not confined to Ulster, and 
among the entrants there are owners in 
Dublin and Dundalk who have sent con- 
tingents of long-distance flyers. In fact. 
the choicest homing pigeons in Ireland are 
competing, and both North and South 
have @qual opportunities of winning the 
King’s Cup, which His Majesty presented 
for this event several mon ago. 

It is expected that the swiftest of these 
champivns of the air will complete the 
long course, about 200 miles of which is 
over water, in about a day if all goes well ; 
so owners will not have long to wait for 


years past public representatives from the 
North who have visited Ireland’s ancient 
capital have returned with stories of a 
transformed Dublin, so far as its streets 
are concerned, and have contrasted 
Belfast’s thoroughfares unfavourably with 
those of the Southern city.

AMBITIOUS LABOUR PARTY. 


The Labour Party in Belfast is dis- 
pleased with the local Board of Guardians, 
principally because of the way in which 
the outdoor relief for able-bodied men is 
distributed and the manner in which 
“ transitional benefit ’’—including the 
““ means ” test—for which the Board is re- 
sponsible as the Public Assistance Com- 
mittee, is administered. 

In view of these considerations, a joint 
committee of the Belfast Trades Council 
and the Northern Ireland Labour Party is 
convening a conference of trade unions, 
Labour branches, workers’ groups and co- 
operative guilds, to be held on the 18th 
August next, for the purpose of Giscussing 
what steps should be taken to increase the 
working-class representation on the Board 
of Guardians, and, if possible, to capture 
that body on behalf of the workers. 

It is the opinion of the Trades Council 
that Labour should have contro] of the 
Board of Guardians, so that more sym- 
pathetic treatment may be given to 
applicants for relief either under the Ex- 
ceptional Distress Act or in other direc- 
tions, the present Board, it is stated, 
having a ‘ poor law complex.’ The 
various Labour organisations are now to 
be asked if they are prepared to finance a 
candidate or contribute to a central 
election fund. That will be the crucial] 


test. 
INCREASED UNEMPLOYMENT. 


It is a discouraging sign of the times 
that the unemployment figures in 
Northern Ireland, as registered in the 
Labour Bureaus, have greatly increased 
during the past month, even without 
taking into consideration the slack holiday 
period. Thus we find that on the 23rd 
May last the total was 63,448 persons, 
whereas on the 27th June the numberr 
had soared to 68,641, a remarkable 
difference within a few weeks. The figures, 
however, are less than they were a year 
ago, and that is something to be thankful 


| for, the total on June 29th, 1931, being 


70,993, according to the official state- 
ment. 

Of the persons on the register on the 
27th June, 1932, about 52.6 per cent. were 
applying for insurance benefit and about 
28.3 per cent. for transitional payments, 
while about 19.1 per cent. were uninsured 
or were for other reasons not entitled to 
benefits or transitional payments.

THE CATHEDRAL OF KILMORE. 

TU THE &DITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sizn,—For a good many years | was deeply 
interested in the ecclesiastical history of the 
Diocese of Elphin, and in connection there- 
with I did a good deal of research work. 
Such work naturally involved a study of the 
history of the adjoining dioceses, amony 
which was Kilmore. . 1,’ therefore, read with 
great interest in your issue of July 7th an 
account of the proposals at the Kilmore 
Diocesan Synod in connection with ‘the 
establishment of a Cathedral Chapter at Kil- 
more. So much interested was Í in the 
speeches of Lord Farnham and the Dean of 
Kilmore that 1 am moved to ask them for 
some more information. 

Lord Farnham stated that ‘“‘ Kilmore was 
the only diocese in Ireland without a chapter.” 
1 should be very much obliged if Lord 
Farnham would give us, for instance, details 
about the Chapter of the Diocese of Meath. 
Also, would the Dean tell us something more 
about the “title deeds secured from Dubhn 


Castle?” He will permit me to remind him 
that Dublin Castle could no more constitute 
a cathedral than it could consecrate a 
bishop, and the mere fact that Dublin Castle 
documents described a cathedral as “the 
cathedral? 1 am, of course, aware that 
Kilmore and Elphin and Ardagh’’ does not 
make it so. What is the date of these title 
ceeds? That is of some importance. It was 
not until 1841 that the union of dioceses 
was pe ag 

i. would also be very grateful for some 
more information about the ‘‘ Cathedral” of 
Kilmore. When was it constituted a 
cathedral? I am, of course, aware that 
somewhere in medieval times the Pope 
established a cathedral at Kilmore, complete 
with chapter; but I do not think this was 
the present building. The Papal cathedral 
is, | understand, in ruins. The chapter set 
up by the Pope soon disappeared ; for it was 
not thought worth while to fill the vacancies 
as they occurred. There is only one 
cathedral in the United Dioceses, and that is 
the Cathedral of St. Mary the Virgin, at 
Elphin. We have the succession in its 
Deanery since the year 1240. There were no 
Deans of Kilmore, that I know of, prior to 
the seventeenth century. Is it for the 
medieval Fapal establishment that the Dean 
of Kilmore contends ?’—Yours, etc.,

The charges for electricity supply are in 
ma og i all cases less for towns connected 
to the Shannon system than for towns of 
corresponding size in England and Northern 
Ireland, which are our nearest neighbours, 
It is interesting in this connection to remind 
your readers that Belfast rates, which were 
recently the subject of favourable comment, 
are substantially higher than the present 
Dublin rates for domestic supply.— Yours,

The letter from the Minister for Local 
Government to the County Council was as 
follows :— 
_** With reference to previous correspondence 
in regard to the guarantee proposed to be 
given by the Galway County Coancil in con- 
nection with the Galway Harbour develop- 
ment, I am directed by the Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health to state 
that he is not disposed to raise any objection 
to the guarantee hionad to be given hy the 
Council, or to the proposed area of charge, 
except that it would appear jo be equitable 


aréa chargeable in respect of. the County 
Council’s guarantee, as the Urban District 
Council are proposing to give a guafantee 
in respect of their own area. As regards the 
conditions laid down in the County Council's 
resolution of April 30 last, I am to enclose 
for the consideration of the Council a copy 
of a letter received from the Department of 
Indastry and Commerce.” 

The letter from the Department -.of 
Industry and Commerce was as follows :— 


OUTLAY OF. £150.343. 


“ Various proposals have been outlined and 
withdrawn, and the latest scheme submitted 
to the Minister by the Joint Committee of 
the Galway Harbour Development Committee 
proposes for an outlay estimated at £150,345,

while the Minister is of the opinion that the 
largest ‘surplus which can reasonably «be 
expected to be available from the harbour 
working for the purpose of the loan would. be 
abour £2,000 per annum. On the average, 
as compared with the Joint Committee's 
estimate of £2,500, he is satisfied, from the 
information at present in his possession, that 
an annual surplus of £2.000, combined with 
the two guarantees of £8,150 and £1,500 re- 
spectively, would produce an amount suffi- 
cient to provide for the service of a loan of 
about £150.500 on the terms previously men- 
tioned.

“TIT may, however, point out that the. 
asistance proposed to be given by the two 
local: authorities concerned would appear to 
be more in the nature of annual contribu: 
tions than guarantees in view of the large 
extent to which the financial resources of the 
Harbour Board fall short of the amount to be 
provided; and it is, therefore, not unlikely 
that the ratepayers may be called upon to 
meet the maximum amount recoverable from 
them during the currency of any loan that 
may be ‘raised. The conditions which the 
Council have attached to “their offer .of 
assistance would appear to offer some diffi-. 
chjiy. ‘The Minister recognised. of course, | 
that ptovision for the maximum — lability 
which may fall on the contributing bodies, 
and for the allocation of the loan charges as 
between the Harbour Board and the two. 
ceuncils,as well as for other incidental matters, 
is necessary. but these are matters which 
should, in his opinion, be embodied in the 
bill. If the conditions on which the assist- 
ance is to be given are to be governed by 
resolutions of the local .authorities, and not 
by definite and binding provisions in the bill, 
there would be some risk that the measure, 
should it becom: law, would be inoperative 
if any dispute as to the fulfilment of the 
conditions should arise between the local 


authorities and the Harbour Board. 
THE HARBOUR BOARD. 


“Moreover, it is not clear how Paragraph 
No. 2 of the resolution, which would appear 
to be of paramount importance from the point 
of view of the County Council, can be 
rendered effective. It would, of course, be 
possible for the Harbour Board to obtain 
powers to carry out the larger scheme, and 
to proceed onlv with the smaller project “in 
the first imstancze, leaving the remainder to 
be carried out later, and this it would seem 
is what the Harbour Board propose to do. 
But since it is patent that the harbour funds 
can meet no more than a small fraction of the 
cost of the lesser scheme, it is obvious that 
they, at least, cannot give the definite under- 
taking to carry out the balance of the works 
within the shortest possible period which the 
Council ask for. Nor is it clear by whom 
this undertaking is expected to be yiven. 

‘‘ If, therefore, the scheme is to be pro- 
ceeded with, it would, in the opimion of the 
Minister, be desirable, if not necessary, that 
the condition contained in Paragraph 2 of 
the resolution should be revised, and that 
the terms and conditions on which the 
assistance is to be given by the Councils 
should be inserted in the bill which. it is 
understood, the Joint Committee are at 
present preparing. 

“I may add that, while the Minister does 
not doubt that some improvement in the 
harbour facilities and ‘accommodation at 
Galway would be desirable, and while he has 
no reason to believe that the proposals of 
the Joint Committee are unsound from an 
engineering point of view, nor the estimates 

the cost insufficient, he can express no 
opinion on such points, these being matters 
for which the promoters must accept full 
responsibility.” ts

Alluding to the land annuities, Mr. Mac’

The Governor-General. 

| Second thoughts are best. The Free 
State Government has abandoned its 
foolish attempt to muzzle the Governor- 
General, and now permits us to print— 
twenty-four hours in arrear of English 
newspapers—the correspondence which has 
passed between His Excellency and the 
President of the Executive Council. As it 
startled London yesterday, it will startle 
Dublin to-day ; for the Governor-General’s 
charges are of a sort that is rare, indeed, 
in the history of the British Common- 
wealth. In a series of letters to Mr. de 
Valera he complains that*members of the 
Executive Council have treated him; not 
once only, but on several occasions during 
recent months, with deliberate discourtesy. 
The first was the notorious case of the 
French Minister’s ball, when two Free 
State Ministers left the room as soon as 
the Governor-General entered it. To His 
Excelleney’s request for an apology Mr. 
de Valera concedes no more than that 
the incident ‘‘should not have been per- 
mitted to occur,” and that, “if the 
Governor-General’s public social engage- 
ments are communicated to me in advance,”’ 
the boycott (as we gather) will take a 
more seemly shape. A month afterwards 
the Governor-General was informed that 
his intention to invite distinguished 
“ European Catholics’’ to be his guests 
at the Viceregal Lodge for the Eucharistic 
Congress “ would cause embarrassment to 
the Government.” “Why?” he asked, 
and the question remains unanswered. 
Then, when the civic reception to the 


| Papal Legate was arranged, a Minister, 


or Ministers, objected to His Excellency’s 
presence; and the penalty for his accept- 
ance of the Lord Mayor’s invitation was 
the withholding of the Army Band. 

The restraint of the Governor-General’s 
language does mot conceal his deep 
resentment of these slights, or his con- 
viction that persistence in them must 
make his position intolerable. Since he 
refuses to bear them silently, he sees the 
alternatives as proper apology and his 
removal from office; and, since apology 
has not been forthcoming, he has sent 
this painful correspondence to the Press. 
It raises a vital issue which no Free State

citizen can evade. Mr. 
cultured, quiet and 
gentieman. We must assume that, if 
he were a private citizen, no Free 
State Government or Minister would have 
sought to affront him—especially in the 
exalted season of the Eucharistic Congress, 
These slights—who can doubt. it ?—have 
been put upon Mr. McNeill because he is 
the King’s direct representative in that 
Dominion of the British Commonwealth 
of Nations which was created by the 
Anglo-Irish settlement. The time is at 
hand when Mr. de Valera’s Government 
must make an uncompromising disclosure 
of its policy. Hitherto it has not denounced 
the Treaty; on the contrary, .it. is eager 
to grasp the Treaty’s benefits. By virtue 
of the Treaty, as the departure of its 
delegates proves, it hopes to turn the 
Ottawa Conference to the Free State’s 
large advantage. As a Dominion Govern- 
ment it claims a favourable verdict on 
the land annuities. Is it prepared, how- 
ever, to fulfil its few, but strict, obliga- 
tions under the Treaty? That is the real 
issue—much confused of late. by Mr. 
Thomas’s exchanges with Mr. de Valera— 
and it dominates the present corre- 
spondence. There can be no truer test 
of a Free State Government’s regard for 
the link of the Crown than its treatment 
of the King’s representative,

Canada and the Conference. 


A provisional programme . abs been 
drafted for the Ottawa C mee, Under 
Section A 1, “ the recognition of the prin- 
ciple of reciprocal tariff preferences within 
the Commonwealth ”' of British nations is 
invited. Section C requires the ‘‘ negotia- 
tion of trade agreements,’’ while Section B 
urges that the ‘‘inter-relationships of 
various currencies and monetary stan- 
dards of Empire’’ shall be considered. 
The remaining clauses are concerned prin- 
cipally with ‘material details, ‘Thus the 
Conference, ateording to present advices, 
ed in the right direc- 
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which will take cognisance of any dearth of _accompan

This idea had a momentary ex- 
pression in the 1930 Budget of the late 
Liberal Ministry, which was introduced 
by the Hon. C. A. Dunning. Canada’s 
alternative to-day to a closer co-operation 


with Britain is a closer co-operation with 


the United States. At present the latter 
prospect has become less attractive owing 
to the uncertain condition of affairs in the 
American Republic, but it

Canada, by her willingness to admit many 
commodities duty free if they are from 
imperial sources, has given an encourag- 
ing proof of good-will. Britain’s chief hope 
of new markets is within the Common- 
wealth; for most foreign countries have 
adopted a policy of economic nationalism.

The Film Market. 

England- and Germany are co-operating 
in an effort to break the American mono- 
poly of film production: The Ufa Company 
and the Gaumont-British Company have 
arranged a special agreement, whereby 
important films made at Neubabelsburg, 
the German headquarters, will be adapted 
and reproduced by British actors. The 
original director will control the British 
production, but he will be helped by a 
British supervisor. One of these doubled 
films is well on its way to completion, and 
a third version is being composed in 
French. The system involves a large 
saving of. money in scenery and general 
properties, and it has the advantage that 
a notable film ean be shown simul- 
taneously through German-speaking and 
English-speaking lands. At present the 
German. studios furnish the original 
version, but it is probable that Britain 
will take the lead with some films in the 
near future. In that case both countries 
will obtain the. prestige and the new 
system will prove of equal advantage to 
both. Certainly, with the speed derived 
from a _ simultaneous production. in 
German, English and French, the films 
made under the new system ought to take 
a firm hold upon the European market. 
The translation of films, in the normal 
way, is a slow process, which has hindered 
the success of the magnificent German 
studios; and England’s eftorts have been 
hampered by the American stranglehold 
in nearly all the English-speaking 
countries. A system which will reproduce 
the best features of both nations’ pictures 
promises a definite advance in the art of 


‘the cinematograph.

BILL PASSED TO PERMIT 
BONDS AS COVER. 


From Revrer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Monday. 

The Goldborough Dollar Stabilisation 
Bill has been rejected by the Senate, 
which has adopted in its stead the Glass 
Currency Expansion Bill. 

Opening up, as it did, the possibility of 
direct inflation, the Goldborough Bill was 
never expected to be passed by the Senate. 
Senator Glass’s Bill provides for Govern- 
ment bonds being eligible as cover for a 
contemplated currency expansion. Authori- 
tative quarters consider that the proposal 
will permit an issue of, approximately, 
800,000,000 dollars of new currency, de- 
scribed as being equivalent to the amount 
of notes hoarded during the past year in 
consequence of the bank failure panic. 

President Hoover to-day vetoed the com- 
promise hill to provide £424,400,000 for 
relief purposes, which was passed ‘recently 
by the House of Representatives and the 
Senate. His decision was not unex- 
pected, because of his well-known aversion 
to large expenditure on public works of 
a non- wremunerative or doubtful nature.

IRISHMEN IN FRANCE

State, with a request for publication, copies of a correspondence which has 
passed between His Excellency and the President of the Executive Council. 


Early yesterday morning an order of the Executive Council, dated 8th July, 
1932, was brought to this office by a Civic Guard Officer, prohibiting the 
publication of the correspondence under the Official Secrets Act. 


The correspondence was published in Northern Ireland and English news- 


papers. 


Yesterday afternoon we received the following from Government Buildings, 


Dublin — 


In disregard of the adyice of the Executive Council formally 
tendered to him, the Governor-General has issued for publica- 
tion certain letters which passed between him and the President 
of the Executive Council. As these letters have to-day appeared 
in foreign newspapers, the Executive Council has decided to 
authorise publication in the Irish Free State of the entire 


correspondence. 


The “ entire correspondence” includes one letter marked personal which the 
Governor-General did not send for publication.

AN INSULT. 

Coming to the refusal of Mr. de Valera 
to accept an arbitration tribunal chosen 
exclusively’ from the nations comprising 
the British Commonwealth, he said that 
that seemed to suggest that a fair and 
impartial decision could not be obtained 
from such a body, which was an insult 
to our fellow-citizens within the Empire, 
and a wholly unjustifiable attitude to 
adopt.

rehlight on Sales Problem,’’ read by Mr. 
L. C. Blennerhassett at the meeting of the 
Dublin Rotary Club yesterday. Mr. P. T. 
Montford, Vice-President, occupied the chair. 

It was being more fully realised by those 
who. made a close study of Irish trade 
development, said Mr. Blennerhassétt, that 
hitherto Irish manufacturers had concentrated 
almost wholly on problems of production, 
to the virtual exclusion of those of marketing 
and selling. In fact, one of the recognised 
weaknesses of the [Irish industrial situation 
is the all-too-general tendency to let goods 
sell themselves. Until this lop-sided attitude 
to the vital factors of distribution, market- 
ing, and selling has been remedied, no sub- 
stantial headway can be expected in sales 
volume in relation to consúmer needs in any 
given sales area. 

Market research was, he said, the practical 
process by which everything that happens to 
the merchandise from the time it leaves the 
factory until it gets into the hands of the 
consumer is cantnlle investigated. Market 
research, as he knew it, had nothing to do 
with mere theories or abstractions; it is, he 
said, a very practical matter-of-fact method 
of getting at the root of things, and of 
discovering every influence that affects buy- 
ing and selling. f 


THE BEST METHOD. 

There are four well-defined’ stages in an 
intelligently-conducted market research :—(a) 
Compilation of a questionnaire embodying 
all the specific points on which information 
is Sought; (b) securing of the required in- 
formation from dealers and/or consumer, or 
other first-hand sources by personal inter- 
views; (c) analysis and tabulation of the 
data in each question by the use of recog- 
nised statistical methods; amd (d) prepara- 
tion of a report or series of reports on the 
findings of the research. 

Too many Irish manofacturers were still 
inclined to pin their faith to the old-time 
merchandising methods, and were often 
reluctant to explore new ways and means of 
penetrating fresh territories, and of 
strengthening. their ‘position - in - existing 
markets. ' 

Factory methods have, in the main, been 
raised to a high level of efficiency; i. is 
on the selling side that most of the hazards 
now lie. Selling costs in relation to turn- 
over are now a mounting factor that con- 
stitutes a source of continual worry to sales 
directors. Market research, he said, should 
be as much a part of the everyday practice 
in any business organisation as is the 
maintenance of an efficient office-filing 
system. 

Sir Thomas. Robinson said that the paper 
contained admirable advice to business men. 


HARMFUL RESTRICTIONS. 

Mr. Charles Jacob said that it was impor- 
tant to know what business was being done 
in various districts, and why sales were 
falling off or increasing. There was a great 
deal to be done in studying the needs of a 
particular market. 

“We hope,” he said, “that there will be 
as few restrictions as possible put on trade. 
We want free intercourse with one another, 
and the less restrictions pnt on by our 
Government the better for all concerned.”

HERE was a wonderful demonstration of 
a enthusiasm when Solario was knocked 
down here at a few minutes past five 
this evening to Lord Gianely for 47,000 
guineas, a sum which no one had ever anti- 
cipated, for the most optimistic estimates 
were that he might make 40,000 guineas. 
AMERICAN BIDDER 
The remarkable figure to which he soared 
was im consequence of the appearance at the 
ringside of a bidder on behalf of an American 
syndicate. This was Mr. Frank B. Hills, who 
arrived at Newmarket ail unobtrasively. 
Hardly a soul in the place knew of his ex- 
istence, and a buyer who conducts most of 
the hig transactions in England for the 
American market did not know of him or of 
the syndicate he represented. 
It was a brilliantly conceived scheme, but 
it failed for the moment. His presence was 
detected. The principal English syndicate 


(with the remark that this was the third 


famous horse which he had seen come into 
the ring. The first was Blair Athol when 
he was nine years old, the next was Galopin, 
my the third was Flying Fox, who made 

37,500 guineas to M. Esmond Blanc, a figure 
that stood as the record price for a horse at 
auction until this afternoon. 

The bidding began at 25,000 guineas, and 
it rose rapidly, except for a’ pause, when 
there was a mistake over a bid. It was Mr. 
Jock Crawford, who, | believe, fetired when 

{000 guineas was reached. Then Mr. Hills 
and hord Glanely continued the duel. 
At guineas there was a
